So the burgomaster began lo say Lo
m, ‘Ligten, Savel Prokofevieh; why dos) thon
not ray thy mujtks properlvy  Every day they
come unto me with complainte!

And then,
just conslder bow they bolave towards each
other!  As teaders they cul asay the grouul
from undee cuclh other's feet, and thuat not o
much from greed us rom cuvy, They sgquabble
with each other, They invite dranken ebhinoy.
piks int thelr lolty balls, Saeh chinovalis!
toen who bhave nothing bumen 10 their leasares
—lrom whose (nces the boman countenunce
bae bern rabhed ont—and who, for o small
I'imuu'.i.-. will draw up teriible statements on
stamped paper to a ueighbos's hurt,  Perhaps
they begin o lnws=uit, and then there is no eod
to their mizeriez, Fust they co to law hers,
thew iu the higher Coart, where other lawyers
are slready expectivg them and elapping their
hiauds for joy. The story Is soon told; but ke
enit 18 not #o guickly endid, The Iawyers lead
them on and pull them abour, aud they seam to
enjoy all the pulling about, ‘17 they say, *shall
have (o pay up, but it will cost my Iriend these
a copeck too.' !
